The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of a display 
device having a encasement, a handle pivotally attached to the encasement, and 
wherein the handle secures a cable extending from the encasement, included in 
independent claim 1 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim, 
which is not found by the prior art of record; a display device having an encasement, a 
handle pivotally attached to the encasement, and wherein the handle enables a user to 
open the display device from the collapsed state to an open state, included in 
independent claim 7 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim, 
which is not found in the prior art of record; a display device having an encasement 
attached to a base via a leg, means for collapsing the display device, means for 
opening the display device having a handle pivotally attached to the encasement, and 
means for securing, via the handle, a cable extending from the display encasement, 
included in independent claim 1 1 and in combination with the other elements recited, 
which is not found in the prior art of record; a method providing a display device 
pivotally attached to a handle, moving a handle form a first position to a second 
position, moving the display device from one location to another location via the handle, 
moving the handle from a third position to a fourth position, securing a cable extending 
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from a display via the handle when the handle is in the fourth position, included in 
independent claim 14 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim, 
which is not found in the prior art of record; a method of grasping a protruding handle, 
moving a display device, using the handle to open the device, manually moving the 
handle in a downward direction, and securing a cable attached to the device by the 
handle, included in independent claim 16 and in combination with the other elements 
recited in the claim, which is not found in the prior art of record; and the method of 
pivotally attaching a handle to a display encasement and securing a cable extending 
from the encasement via the handle, included in independent claim 17, which is not 
found in the prior art of record. Also, see applicant's remarks dated July 17, 2006, 
specifically in regards to the prior art reference to Nakano.
